Oreat-Britain readily consented to es- 
puoge this article Irom the treaty ; and 
subsequent attempts to arrange the terms

faded, it has been successively suspend- 
ed and allowed, according to the varying 
legislation of the parties. 


The following are the prominent points 
which h.'ive, in late years, separated the 
twoGoveniments. Besides a resiriction, 
whereby all importations into her Colo- 
nies in American vessels are confined to 
our own products carried hence, a re- 
striction to which it does oov appear 
tfint we h»ve ever objected. « lewding 
olyect on the part of Great Britain ba* 
been to prevent us troni becoming the 
carriers of British West-liidia commodi- 
ties to any other country than our own. 
On the p a n of the U. ti. it has been con- 
tended, lit. That the subject should be 
regulated by treaty stipulations, in pre- 
ference to separate legislation ; Sd,That 
our productions, when imported into the 
Colonies in question, should not be sub« 
ject 10 higher duties than the produc- 
Jionsoftbe mother country, or of her 
o her colonial postettiont ; And, 3d, 
That our veHels tbould be Mllowed io 
participate in the circuitous trade be- 
tween the U. S. and the different parts 
of the linlish dominions. 


The hrst point, alter having been, for 
a long time, strenouily insisted upon by 
Great Britain, was given up by the act of 
Parliament ol July. 
I8i<5 ; all vessels 
suffered to trade with the colonies being 
permitted to clear from thence with any 
iiritclcs which British vessels migbt ex- 
port, and to proceed to any part of the 
world, Great Britain and ber dependen- 
cies alone excepted. 
On our pari, each 
of the above pointe had, in succession, 
being explicitly ubawloned in negotia- 
tions. preceding that of which the result 
is now announced. 


T ^ arrangement secures to the U. 
S t a t l ^ v c r y advantage asked by them, 
end which the state of the negotiation 
allowed as to insist upon. 
T h e trade

more lavorable to this country than any 
CO which it ever stood ; aod our com- 
merce and navigation will enjoy, in the 
colonial ports of Great Britain, every 
privilege allowed to other nations. 


That the prosperity of the country, so 
IAI- as It depends on this trade, will be 
greatly promoted by the new arrange- 
ment,there can IM no doubt. 
Indepen-

establishment w ill be attended with other 
corij'eqtienccs of a higher value.
